My Lonp.—My despatch of the 4th instant, in 
shich I had the honor of communicating to your 
Lordship the re-oceupation of Chusan by Her Ma- 

Forces, would apprize you of the anxiety of 
‘Hugh Gough and myself, to commence operations 
against Chinghae, as goon as a change of weather 
uld enable the Ships of the Expedition, with eom- 
mon prudence, to approach that exposed positivn. 

On tho 71h the jeered to the desired point, 
and every preliminary arrangement having been made, 
not © moment was lost in embarking the Troops 
iutended for the Expedition, The following day 
most of the Transports were moved to the anchorage 
off * Just-in-the-way,” four leagues in advane; and 
the General and myself, accompanied by Sir Hear 
Poitinger, proceeded at the eaine time in the Phlege- 
thon and Nemesia, to recounoitre the points of our 
intended attack, where we were fully informed and 
found that every preparation for resistance lad been 
made. 

The City of Chinghae, which ix enclosed by a wall 
87 fret in thickness, and 22 feet high, with an cm- 
brasured Parapet of 4 feet high, aud nearly two miles 
in vireumferencr, is situated at the foot of a very 
corinundiog Peninsular Height, which forms the en- 
trance of the “ Tulee" Iiver on its left or north 
bank. On the aummit is the Citadel, whieh, from ite 
strong position, is considered the Key ty “ Chinghae,” 
and thelarge and opulent City of * Ningpo,” about 
18 miles up the River; and it isso important ux a 
Military Post, that I trust T may be excused for 
attempting to describe it. 

It stands about 250 feet above the Sea, and is en- 
Jd also by @ strong wall very substantial 
‘on plated Gateaat the east and west ends, The north 
and south sides of the Height are exceedingly steep ; 
the former, accesible only from the Sea by a narrow

end being nearly precipitous. At 
the fast end of the Citadel, outside its wall, 21 Guns 

+ were mounted in three Batteries of masonry and

‘The only communication between the Citadel and

The plan of attack agreed upon by the Generat and 
myself, was to land the Troope in two eolumna on the 
right bank of the River 
the Triangles, The main body under hie immediate 
command (about 1040 strong) to disembark 

ance beyond the Creek above refer 
other (about 509 strong,) immediately at its entrance, 
where it appeared to us practicable to put then 
curely on shore outside the piles, under the cove 
one of the Brigs ; good anchorage being found withia 
a few ynrds of the spot. 


Tho attack of the Citadel and City on the left bank 
of the River, was assigned to the Naval Branch of the 
Force, strengthened by about 23 of the Royal and 
12 of the Madras Artillery, under Lieutenants the Ho- 
norable F. Spencer and Moleaworth ; and 50 Suppers, 
under Cuptain Catton and Lieutenant Johnaton, of 
the Madras Engineers. It was calculated that the 
advance of the two columns of Troops by different 
routes, would nat only arcure every point on the right 
bank, but cut off the retrent of many of the Chinese: 
and by #simultaneous bombardment of the Citadel 
and City by the Squadron, we entertained confident 
hopes of complete success, which has been happily 
realized in every respect. 


On the evening of the Oth, the whole of the Squa- 
dron, as per subjoined list, and the Traueports, were 
anchored off # Chinghae,” in convenient situations for 
the intended operations ; and at an early hour on the 
following morning, the Troops proceeded in the Queen, 
Nemesis, and Phlegethou Steamers, and the boate of 
the Transports, to the points of deburkation, where the 
Cruizcr, Columbine and Bentinck most judiciously 
took up their positions, under the direction of Com- 
mander Giffard. A few ahot from them cleared the 
shore of aboot 300 of the Chinese, who had assembled 
to oppote the landing, and by half-past 9 o'clock, 
under his excellent arrang ements, every man was anfa 
on shore. 


The Wellesley, Blenheim, Blonde and Modeste 
were appointed to cannonade the Citadel and eastern 
part of the City walle; and the Sesostris, Queen, and 
Phlegethon, after landing the Troops and towing up 
the Ships to their stations, to shell the Citadel in flank, 
and enfilade any of the Batteries in the harbour which 
their gune could bear upon, ‘The Nemesis to join in 
the attack on the north side, in readiness to cover the 
landing of the Seamen eud Mariues, as soon as it 
became practienble, 

The Citadel Hill cannot be approached for an attack 
by large Ships, exeept on the north side, and the water 
in that direction is to shallow, that it is only in 
the calmest weather that they can be carried with 
safety sufficiently near to fire with effect. The day 
was fortunately every thing we could desire, and 
the Wellesley, on as the tide served was tow- 
ed by the Seeostris into an excellent position, where 
the anchor dropped about a quarter before 9 
o'clock in four fathoins, about 1800 yards from the 
Citadel and Town walls. Ax the water ebbed, she 
settied imperueptibly into a bottom of eoft mud, and 
” steady as a Land Battery. Commander 
Ormaby,, (with very commendable activity) 
diately afterwards brought in the “Blenbeim : 
Blonde aud Modeste, favored by a light breeze, 
their stations under sail, and every shi 
my entire satisfaction, as close os

‘As tHe Troops on the right bank of the River 
moved forward, Commander Gifard advanced the 
Sloops towards the entrance af the harbour, and the 
Steamers all took up very good pasit id perform= 
ed exeellent service with their Guns; they were for a 
ceqnsjderable time under a heavy fire from the River 
batteries, but fortunately austaincd no damage. 

‘About II o'clock we had the gratitication of seeing 
h Colots planted by the Troops in one of 
ies on the opposite shore; and within a 
the others on that aie were all carried, 
aud the Chinese observed flying in every direction 
before our gallant Soldiers on the height 

Ata quarter past 11, the wall of the Citadel was 
breached hy the fire froin the ships, and the defences 
Being reduced toa ruinous state, the Chinese aban- 
doned their Guns, which they had hitherto worked 
with considerable firmness, and a large portion of the 
Garrison retreated precipitately towards the City. 
Not a moment was Lost in making the signal for Innd- 
ing the Battalion of Samen and Marines with the 
detachments of Artillery and Sappers (the whole 
under thecommand of Captain Herbert, of the Blen- 
ieim.) Before noon the boats were all on shore; 
every impediment presented by the difficulty of land- 
ing on rugged rocks was overcome; and the Force 
gallantly advanced to the aseault, with a erlerity th 
excited my warmest admiration.

‘The Seamen immediately returned on board for the 
accurity of the Ships, which, with the rising tide, wore 
moved into secure berths ; Captain Herbert remaining 
with the Marines in charge of the Town until the 
evening, when Sir Hugh Gough arrived, and « cons’ 
derable portion of Troops were conveyed across the 
River, in the Phlegethon, to garrison it. 

I have sincere pleasure in again bringiog before 
your Lordship’s notice, the gallantry and excellent 
‘conduct of every Officer and man of Her Majesty's 
‘Ships und the Indian Navy onder my command, 

‘To Captain Herbert my best acknowledgments are 
dup for bis zeal for the public service and animating

By Official Chinese documents found in Cli 
we have good reason to bolieve that the re 


hae, 
lar 
Turtar Troops quartered on the 10th in the City and 
Batteries on the left bank of the River, amounied to 
upwards of 3000. of which about 700 composed the 
Garrison of the Citadel or Jose-Hovuse Hill ; theie loss 
on these points is calculated at 150 men. 

The Troops opposed to Sir Hugh Gough were 
estimated at ten thousand, and they have sustained a 
heavy loss, but no amount of Foree aa yet met with 
this country, can withstand the gallant band uader bis 
command, into which his active and ouergotic example 
infuses unbounded confidence. 

The total number of Guns which have fallen into 
our hands amounts to 90 iron and 67 brass—the latter 
will be embarked without delay in one of the T'rans- 
porte, with a large quantity of metal, which has beem 
fouud in a Canon Foundry at Chinghae.

‘The pengresa of the Expedition lay been grestly 
favored by the fine weather, which crabled it to come 
plete the reduction of Chinghae, on ie 10th instent,

{Mowing.day at a safe anchorage after landing the 
requisite eupgties for the Army, for the wind changed 
to theortl East on the12th, and blew strong. The 
Ships, homever, were all in secur tT the Blonda, with 
the Bloops and Staamere, and part of the Transports 














having found sufficient water, and excellent shelter 
within the Tahea afew of the piles being 
taken up for their admission. . 7 


T removed on the 11th to the Madeste, and that no 
time might be lost in prdsecuting our further opers- 
tions, I directed Captains Maitland afd Herbert, 
when the Wellesley and Blenheiin were anchored off 
« Just-inethe-way,” to return by ona of, the Steaq 
Vessele, with the bouts and 150 Seamen from each 4 
in readiness to advance on * Ningpo," 
12th, T proceeded in tha Nemesiv to ascertain the 
practicability of taking the large Steamers and Sloop 
up the river. Wa found it wide, free from shoals, 

d carried not leas thun 14 feet at low waver, to thee 
walle of the City, whic ared not only unprepan 
ed for resistance, but a general pauic pervading th 
inhabitants, who were evacuating the Town in evary 
direction, with their goods und familie, Sir Henry 
Pottinger, Sie Hugh Gough and myself, therefore 
deemed it expedieut to muve on it without delay, to 
check as much ay posible the departure of the 
pectable portion of the population, and the ravage 
which are invariably committed by the lower orders of 
the Chinese on all property which is left unprotected, 

‘The whole of the Troops (with the exception of a 
Garrison for * Chinglae” and the Citadel,) were cons 
sequently embarked on the following morning in the 
Sesnstris, Queen, Phlegethon and Nemesis, and the 
Supernumerary Seamen and Marines were distribnt- 
ed in the Modeste, Cruizer, Columbine and Bentinck, 
the Blonde being ordered to remain at Chinghae for 
the eupport of the Garrison. 

Sir Henry Pottinger and the General accompanied 
me in the Modeste, and the Uxpedition proceeded up 
the river soon after 9A.a, butowing to some 
avoidable delays did not rench Ningpo until 2 p.m. 
when the Nemesis and Phlegethon, which contained a 
large portion of the Troops, anchored within a few 
feet of a Floating Bridge, which connects the City at 
its Fast gate with the Suburbs acroas the river. ‘The 
men were disembarked with tho greatest facility by 

ges from the bows of these vessels. ‘The Battalion of 
Seamen and Marines, under Captain Herbert, landing 
at tho same time inthe Suburbs on the City side, 
short distance below them. 
he City wore all found secured end 
but an entrance waa eoon forced, 
when Her Majesty's Forces marched in and took poss 
xession without wxymptam of resistance being iadi= 
cated in any quarter. ‘Tho Mandarias and ‘Troops 
luad all left the City ; the latter having, singe their dee 
feat at Chinghae, refused to fight. 

Hoe Majesty's Sloop< and the Steam Veasels are 
anchored guder the walle of the City, and Hie Exoel 
leney the Gentral is actively exerting himself in ea 
curing all the Goverament property on shore, and 
endenvoring to establish order, and prevent the pillage 
of thia populous and oputent place, where, Tam happy 
to say, wuch of the respectable inhubitante as have 
remained evince much leg apprehension at the pre- 
senca of the English than was exhibited either at 
Amoy or Chusan, 

Froi the number of large Junks found in the river, 
the trade with mnt be extensive, but 
an Embargo will be laid on all vessels until mensores 
cau be concerted for our farther proceedings.

My Lonp,—I feel much s 
ingyour Lerdship that Chuean is in our possession,

on thelr part, particularly on the heights west of the 
City, generally denominated the 49 hills, and along 
the shore, where, asa defence tothe inner harbour 
(which was our former part of attack) a new line of 
battery hus been constructed, presenting #0 formida- 
ble a front, that, with due regard to the peculiarity of 
the tides, it would not have been advisable to bring in 
the ships of war. 

2 The Fleet had passed Chusan, and assembled at 
an anchorage off Silver Island, half way between Chue 
sau and Cbinhae, when, after waiting three days, the 
continuance of co: her with the late- 
ness of the season, 
Commander in Chief to propose a change in the plan 
of operations, which I mentioned to your Lordship in 
my last report, I fully concurred with Sir Wm. 
Parker in the expediency of attacking Chusan first 
under these circumstances, inatead of proceeding to 
Chinhae and Ningpo, particularly as in a recon 
vance, which we made inthe Phlegethon Steamer 
His Excellency Sir Henry Pottinger, we ascertained 
that two Forts, in progress of construction upon the 
Date of the heights already named, were, although 
nearly completed, not yetarmed. ‘This recon 
confirmed me in the opinion which I had pr 
formed from the reports of fuera acqus 
the gronnd, that thie would be the most li 
of attack. I must add that the fire opened on the 
Phlegethon, as she skirted the harbour, also cstablish- 
‘ed that the wea line of battery was efficiently armird, 

T aball leave it to ihe Admiral to detail the 
ents of the Floet, but I cannot deny myself the 
gratification of expressing how greatly 1 am indebted 
to him for his judicious arrangements and the cordial 
assistance which I have experienced throughout, auti- 
cipuating my wishes, at the same time that the arm over 
which he eo ably presided, has been brought promi- 
nently forward whenever practicable, aud 1 must 
bo allowed to remark that the precision of the tire fram 
the ships surpassed my most sanguine expectations, 
and did great execution wherever it could be brougiit 
to bear.

3. ‘The fortified City of Cin-lae, the groat Mili- 
tary depot of this Provineo, is situated on the left 
bank of the Tabis or Ningpo river, occupying with 
its suburb, the whole space botween the river and 
the sea. ‘The walls ure nearly three miles in cirenm. 
ference and their sea face runs for about o mile 
along a massive stone embankment, that extends tur 
three or four wiles further up the Coust. At the

On the morning of the 17th instant, being off 
Shei-poo, the wind being strong against us, and 
the weather looking very threatening, and ha 
only one day's fuel left, I deemed it tec 
ed to the nearest port to procure woo 

faving procured a fisherman to act as pil 
entered the harbour of Shei-poo, aud just insite 
passed an Island on which were two forts, bit 
which allowed us to pass without firing, Tthen bad 
hopes of getting wood without heing obliged to 
proceed to extremities, I hauled in io an ancher 
close off the town, (off which were anchored up 
wards of ahundred Merchant Juuks), 2: we near- 
ed the anchorage, a Fort, sitnated atthe southern 
end of the town, opened fire on us, which I imme- 
diately returned, my crew being’ at quarters, 1 
then anchored by the stern in good position, within 
pistol-shot of the Fort, we soon silenced thein, 
and I then landed with my crew, the cuemy 
retreating as we advanced. After setting fire ta 
the Barracks, and destroying 4 Guns (2 of them 
brass, 9 feet Grinch long and 4-inches bore,) in the 
Fort, I returned on board, immediately clespatch- 






























ed boats, manned and armed, to search for wood, | 
and succeeded in obtaining 7 bnat loads (about 
25 tons) sufficient to fill the bunkers and holds. 
‘Ager completing our wood, I sent the boats to

themen to get their dinner. After which I weighed 
and proceeded to attack the two Forts ou the 
Island ; when within good range, oponed fire with 
round shot and rockets: the enemy not returning 
the fire, J anchored and landed with 3 boats 
manned.and armed, on sntariag the Forts found 
the enemy bad deserted them. Having destroyed 
in one fort . guns, and the other 4 guns, 1 burnt 
the carriages and tenta, of the ‘cncampment, and 
returned on board, weighed and proceeded out of 
dhe ‘During the whole time we were en- 
thousands a Jabalinamy and nearly all 
the Merchant Janks were unconcern-

Merchant Junks thus arrived during the day past- 
ing close to us in beating up the harbour. I 
cannot speak too highly of Mr. Auchinuty Fylden 
Freese, (Mate R.N4 my first Officer, und the 
rest of my officers and crew.

ported by the Masters and Crews of the Mer= 
chant Vessols Lyra” and Anne ;” after gale 
lanily putting to flight a very superior force, 
he caused their Barracks, as well as the small 
‘Town adjoining the Village, where Mr. Stead was 
asgassinated, to be destroyed. 

Intimation has been given of the motives whica 
induced this measure of retribution, and I singere~ 
ly hope that it may have the effect of checking 
similar acts of atrocity on the part of the 
Chinese. 

Lieutenant McCleverty, who is on all oceasions

On the receipt of this letter, consulting with the 
Masters of the Lyra,” “Anne” and “ Ariel,” 
who galluntly offered their services, I determined 
to gttack the Mandarin Station, and proceeded for 
tifat purpose at daylight on the 16th instant. When 
we arrived, I found that it was the village in which 

Mr. Stead, the Muster of the Transport Pestonjeo 
‘Bomanjee had been murdered: I destroyed the vil- 
Tage, and took three prisoners, from whom I learnt 
that the principal Station of the Soldiers was in 
the town where the Lyra’s people had been mur- 
dered, that they mustered five hundred and expect- 
ed to be attacked. 





At 11 a. 1, I proceeded to the town, having 40 
ih and 80 Lascars; at 12 they opened a heavy 
fire of Gingals and Matchlocks, which failing to do 
any execution, and finding we were rapitly closine 
‘on them, they retreated up the mountain ; we found 
their Barracks and Magazines, blew thom up, set 
fire to the whole town, and totally destroyed it, 











Having now accomplished the object of onr ex- 
pedition we returned on board, and I um bappy to 
say without any loss.

To Mason P. Crarors, 
Acting Adjutant General of the Army, 
Dated Jellalabad, 18th Nov., 1841. 
Sim,—The Troops under my command reached this 
City on the 12h instant. Te illustrates in a painful 
manner the excitement of the minds of the people 
aguinat ue at this period to relate that my deeumping 
from Guodamuck on the 11th wos the signal for the 
commencement of a scene of shameful defection 
amonget the irregular troops, and a general insurree- 
tion of the surrounding Kbeils, which had before 
mained quiescent. Brevet Captain Gerrard, of Captain 
Ferris! Corps of Jezailchees, had been intrusted with 
the daty of holding the Fort of the Urz Begee. The 
Engineers blew up under my instructions two of ite 
bostions, and though an accidental fire prevented the 
demolition of the other two, the ruin of the pla 
nearly effccted by the conflagration. But as the 
Irregulars retired towards the Cantonment of Gunda- 
mack they were attacked by the Ooloore of the 
Mamoo Kheil, who bad before been so submissive. 
In thin rpament of need the Jezailchees bebaved ad- 
mjrafly? but Captoin Gerrard found himself deserted

‘The defences of Jellalabad consist of a Mud enceinte 
of upwards of 2000 yards of weak curtainy and round 
towers which have a narrow rampart, but no xufficient 
pet.

‘enemy within pistol shot. On the evening of the 12th 
our Infantry occupied the and the ill-construct. 
ed Citadel, whilst the Artillery and Cavalryewéte dis- 
persed in the enclosore tto the residences of 
the King, and Envoy, and Minister without up 
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wall, On the morning of the 18th, some regular 
occupation was tnkrn of the place. ‘Troopr were 
posted in tHe whole of its bastions, The two Infantry 
Corpit were pstablished in the Citadel, the Artillery of 
an open pace in front of it, antl the Cavalry ia the 
Shah's garden. About two hundred? anil fifiy of the 
Khyberers had returned steadily to their gliexiance, 
the Jgztilchees were emulating the regular battalions 
in zoal_and courage, and unremitting efforts were 
maile by plying our entrenghing tools, und the subs 
stitution nf Camel aadiles for sanct bags, to put the town 
into a atate of decent defence. In the mean time the 
enemy in reat fores had assembled under the walls 
to tite Sonthward and Westward, whilst other maxes 
came down from the direction of Snghman, crossed 
the river, and invested ns closely to the Northward, 
detaching parties to set. fire to the Cantonment raised 
at ao great anexpense in 1840. It had been in part 
hornt down the night before, and was now involved 
ina general conflagration, The cnemy, masked hy 
trees ani old buildings, kept up an incessant fire of 
musqnetry against the walls, at a very short range for 
upwards of twenty-four hours, by which our men 























sustained some Joss behind their growing defences, 
amd as it was desirable to diminish the eon- 
sumption of provisions within the city, and there 
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wat reason to apprehend that the armed 
Ditants would join in aay attack made on us from 
without, F adopted the measures, first of permitting 
the women and children to withdraw, next of ex- 
clading all strangers and suspicious persons, and finally 
of getting rid, aa far as it wie practicable, of the while 
male pojinlation, exeepting the shop keepers, whose 
stay was valuable to us 
On the morning uf Sunday the 14th, T determined 
to attemptto dishodye the enemy fram a part of their 
pasition, [placed for this purpose a force consisting 
of thre buadred nen of the 18th, three hundred of 
the $5th, one hundred Sappers, three guns of Captai 
Abbott's battery, the whole of the Civalry, and two 
ndred Khybereea, at the disposal of Lieutenant 
Colonel Montenth, Ce B., and dirveted him to enlly 
from the town and assail that part of the enemy's line 
from which Twas most desirous of expelling them. 1 
bog te forward his report of the very gallant affair 
whiek followed, and whieh 1 had the satisfaction of 
witnessing from the walla. ‘This spirited attack apon 
not fewer than five thousand men has wholly broken 
up the enemy's investment, and we have from that 
hour seareely seen an armed Afghan ia our ne 
Wourhood. We have availed ouraclven of thie pause 
to pnt the walls into a state of slefener, which will 1 
trost enable us to defy the efforts of any Asiatic 
foree unaided hy Siege Artillery, and are using every 
exertion te store our Magazines with grain from the

‘hy wall of this Town, aud facing to the East, ready 
for u Sally. * 

As the Khyburrecs would not act in our front, I 
woe compelled to give up theline of march pointed 
out, partientirly after the occupation by the Enomy 
of tho Missinw Grounds and House. The tire on uy 
was very heavy from our front and right; to check 
this, J ordered Lieutenant Plowden to the frout wits 
Skimmnshers, avd sounded the charge; this 
frightened the Enemy, who toon disappeared from 
the pointe niove mentioned : Lieutenant Plowden led 
iuishets gallantly, and rendered me miost es- 
jal serv’ 
6.1 advanced, I directed Lieutenant Mayne to 
ear The ground from left to fight, aud join me atthe 
Soufh Mission Gate ; here we weee azain exposed to 
fa fery heavy fire, but meharge drove the Enemy 
away, and we aon were in vhe midst of theie Foor, 
we cut up right and left. The Enemy's Ho
